Yet the world is filled with people who contend 
that it cannot matter much what a man believes, if he 
only does what is right. He is not even doing what is 
vig t if it be in his power to discover what the truths 

revelation are, and he does not conform his mind 
tothem. “Thou shalt love the Lord, thy God with thy 
whole heart (will) and... . with thy whole mind.” 


Where hundreds of Christian sects contradict one 
another, such religious indifferentism as we have in 
this country is natural, The reasoning of the com- 
mon people is usually logical. People are not members 
of this or that sect from cénviction, but by choice or 
inheritance. Protestant church leaders wish that 
there could be a united Protestantism, but entertain 
no hope of the realization of their wish. Therefore, 
they must be content to work for a unity of charity, 
of brotherly love. Oneness in the Bible sense can re- 
sult only by learning the answer to Pilate’s question 
“What is truth”? 


The Founder of the Christian religion and the 
Apostles who first brought fts glad tidings to the 
pagan world insisted on a surrender of the mind to 
definite teachings of God as well as of the will to a 
definite moral code. 


Religious truths, like nine-tenths of all other 
truths taught us, must be accepted on the authority of 
a dependable teacher.

“My mooey is my own and | may do with it or dis- 
pose of it as I please” is the equivalent of a declaration 
frequently made. But the declaration contains a per- 
nicious error. Man is not the absolute owner or pro- 
prietor of anything ; whether of the goods of the mind, 
of the body, or o fortune with which he is blessed. 
He is the steward, or administrator or trustee only, 
and is accountable to Almi hty God for the use or 
misuse he makes of them. Those who are entrusted 
with power, whether it be conferred directly by the 
people as a public trust, or whether it come by inheri- 
tance from one king or princé to another, must use it 
for the benefit of the ruled: “All power is from God”, 
and hence those on whom it is conferred are respon- 
sible to God for the manner in which they exercise it.

So it is with wealth: “The silver is mine and the 
gold is mine” ( Ags. II, 8). Those who come into pos- 
session of a larg ortune, whether by inheritance, by 
their genius, or by legitimate business, may live com- 
fortably, should provide for their children to a reason- 
able extent, but the surplus belongs to God, Who is 
represented by religious and charitable institutions, 
and by the poor. They may not squader their money 
on the theory that it is theirs.
